September  22,  1981 


INVENTORY  OF  ALL  HOGS  AND  PIGS  on  Sep- 
tember 1,  1981,  in  the  14  states  conducting  quarterly 
hog  surveys,  is  estimated  at  52.2  million  head,  5  per- 
cent below  last  year  and  9  percent  less  than  Septem- 
ber 1,  1979,  Breeding  inventory,  at  7.06  million  head, 
was  5  percent  less  than  a  year  ago  and  15  percent 
below  two  years  earlier.  Market  hog  inventory,  at 
45.1  million  head,  was  6  percent  less  than  a  year  ago, 
and  8  percent  below  September  1,  1979. 

Estimates  for  the  14  quarterly  states  account  for 
about  86  percent  of  the  U.S.total  hog  and  pig  inventory. 


FARROWING  INTENTIONS:  Hog  producers  in 
the  14  quarterly  states  intend  to  farrow  2.73  million 
sows  during  September-November,  6  percent  fewer 
than  during  the  comparable  period  in  1980  and  10 
percent  less  than  two  years  earlier.  Farrowing  inten- 
tions for  the  December  1981 -February  1982  period 
are  2.40  million  sows,  1  percent  less  than  the  same 
period  a  year  earlier  and  1 2  percent  below  two  years 
ago.
